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Ban on 
boozing 
in street 
returns 

AN ALCOHOL ban is to 
return to Dudley town 
centre after complaints from 
traders and residents about 
people drinking in the 
streets. 

Police have been putting 
up ‘no drinking’ signs to 
tackle booze-fuelled anti¬ 
social behaviour. They will 
confiscate and pour away 
any alcohol they see being 
drunk in and around the 
town centre. 

Sgt Rob Simpson said offi¬ 
cers had been forced to take 
‘robust’ action following 
concerns raised by busi¬ 
nesses and residents. 

“Local businesses and res¬ 
idents have been telling us 
that they are unhappy with 
street drinking so we will be 
taking a robust approach to 
this offence. 

“Anyone that does not 
comply with the alcohol free 
zone will be arrested and 
fined at court. 

“This alcohol free zone 
will be a continuing part of 
our policing across the town 
centre and will not expire 
unless we apply for it to be 
rescinded,” he said. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, 
cabinet member responsible 
for community safety, said: 
“As a partnership we take 
anything that has an impact 
on our local communities 
seriously. 

“This order will hopefully 
improve the area for busi¬ 
nesses and residents.” 

£ 600 k loss 
for museum 

THE Black Country Living 
Museum made a loss of 
£599,745 as visitor numbers 
plummeted by almost 
50,000 in a year, its latest 
accounts have revealed. 

A fall in ticket sales and 
spending on site cost the 
museum £285,202 last year 
and a drop in donations and 
the value of assets added to 
its problems. 

Bosses at the museum in 
Tipton Road, Dudley, 
blamed the poor weather 
last year as they revealed the 
number of people through 
the doors was ‘well below’ 
their target.

MARKET REVAMP 
GIVEN GO-AHEAD

MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans to transform Dudley’s 
historic market place have 
been given the go-ahead. 

The scheme is being heralded as a 
major milestone for the town’s long- 
awaited regeneration. 

Five schemes, all linked to rejuvenating 
the market place, were approved at a 
meeting on Monday night. 

It comes hot on the heels of other projects 
to revamp Castle Hill, restore heritage build¬ 
ings and tempt a major supermarket to open 
in the town. 

Regeneration chief, Councillor Judy 
Foster, thanked market traders for helping 
shape the plans. 

She said: “The market place is the centre¬ 
piece of the town and a focal point for many 
people. It is important that the market looks 
good and attracts not only new customers 
but also new business.” 

The initial plans sparked opposition from 
traders who raised a petition against them. 
Talks have been held to find a resolution. 

Credit 

Further talks are planned between 
council officers and the traders. 

But Councillor Foster said: “It is credit to 
the council officers and the market traders 
who have been able to sort any issues or con¬ 
cerns ahead of the committee.” 

Dudley Market Traders Association 
spokesman Len Lenihan said discussions 
were continuing and he hoped to resolve 
other issues at a meeting in Dudley. 

Councillors on Dudley Council’s planning 
committee welcomed the plans, worth at 
least £6 million. 

Among the five schemes linked to the 
revamp of the market is the re-siting of a 
public toilet block. 

Councillors did ask for conditions to be put 
in place ensuring replacement toilet facili¬ 
ties were in place before the work to demol¬ 
ish the existing High Street block was 
carried out. 

Committee chairman Councillor Qadar 
Zada said: “The toilets do need replacing as 
they are not very pleasant. The facilities 
need to be ones people feel comfortable 
with.” 

A new public toilet will be opened at the

Four hurt 
in horrific 
late-night 
stabbing 

FIVE people were arrested 
on suspicion of attempted 
murder after a man was 
stabbed in Stourbridge. 
Police were called to reports 
of disorder outside The 
Arena nightclub, formerly 
The Picture House, on 
Hagley Road at 3.23am on 
Sunday. 

Three people were taken 
to hospital for treatment 
and one remained in hospi¬ 
tal with stab injures. His 
condition is not thought to 
be life threatening. 

The two other injured 
people were discharged from 
hospital. 

Investigations were this 
week continuing into the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the 
drama. 

The five arrested men 
aged 21, 23, 25, 28 and 31 
have been bailed until the 
end of August, pending 
further inquiries.

It is estimated that around 3,850 
people in the borough are affected by the 
condition.

Speed limit is to be slashed near schools 


SPEED limits are to be slashed outside 
schools in the Dudley borough as part 
of safety measures to protect children, 
after the plans were passed by council 
bosses. 

But opposition councillors are asking 
for a rethink, saying the moves could 
lead to traffic congestion. 

Teachers, governors, parents and 
community leaders have called for 
speed limits to be cut on the busiest 
roads to improve safety for schoolchild¬ 


ren. Dudley Council bosses want to 
introduce 20mph speed limits or other 
safety measures on roads outside 11 
schools initially. 

Proposals presented to the council’s 
cabinet last Thursday were welcomed 
by the authority’s transport boss 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, and the 
group agreed to push ahead with the 
scheme. 

But opposition Conservative group 
leader Councillor Patrick Harley said 


the proposals needed to be taken back 
to the drawing board. 

Councillor Harley proposed that the 
20mph limits come into force only 
during school opening and closing 
times, for an hour at a time. 

“What we want is for it to be looked 
at again so that the 20mph limits are 
only in place for the school run,” he 
said. 

“This is so that it does not hinder 
poeple travelling at all hours of the day. 


“There’s no need to have these speed 
limits at 7pm or 8pm for instance. 

There is no point having people caught 
in traffic. We’ll be looking to raise the 
matter again.” 

Among the other items agreed at the 
meeting was a £1.3 million plan to 
convert the former Old Park Special 
School, in Corbyn Road, on the Rus- 
sells Hall estate, as a base for both the 
authority’s children’s safeguarding Councillor 
unit and social work teams. Patrick Harley 



Demolition will signal 
start of work on hotel 


DEMOLITION work is due to get 
under way on land earmarked 
for the construction of a £6 
million hotel and restaurant 
development in Stourbridge. 

It comes after two fires at the site in 
Birmingham Street when arsonists set 
fire to piles of rubbish. 

But developers said the fires had not set 
the Premier Inn project back, and the 
former Cox Hire building would be 
knocked down within weeks. Construc¬ 
tion work is then expected to begin in the 
autumn. 

Arsonists stuck at the site, but no 
damage was caused. 

James Boyd-Wallis, spokesman for 
Premier Inn, said: “The fire hasn’t 
impacted on the work taking place, and 
everything is still on track. 

“The developer is just waiting for the 
existing utilities to be disconnected, and 
once disconnected, demolition is set to 
start.” 

As well as the hotel, there will be a 
Brewers Fayre restaurant with 122 car 
parking spaces. The 80-bed hotel will 
create 43 full-time and 22 part-time jobs. 
There will also be extra jobs during the 
hotel’s construction. 

Historic 

The site has been used for many years 
by Cox Hire Ltd but the firm has relocated 
to Netherton. Councillors have welcomed 
the development of the site. 

Developers say more than 70 residents 
in Stourbridge were consulted about the 
plans and one letter of objection was 
received, regarding the plans not being 
suited to the historic townscape. 

When the plans went before the 
council’s planning committee in Febru¬ 
ary, members heard that the only con¬ 
cerns raised by the Environment Agency 
were of possible contamination following 
the former Cox Hire site’s use as indus¬ 
trial land, and minor flooding. 

Stourbridge Township Council chair¬ 
man Margaret Scott has backed the pro¬ 
posals, saying the development will be a 
welcome boost to the town. 

• Work is progressing on a Premier Inn 
hotel in Dudley. A topping-out ceremony 
last week marked the completion of con¬ 
struction. Now the inside will be deco¬ 
rated and furnished. The hotel at the 
Castlegate Business Park is to open at the 
end of next month, creating 35 jobs.

Councils spend £4.6m on travel in a year 


COUNCILS spent £4.6 million on 
travel in one year despite swingeing 
budget cuts. 

The total amount local authori¬ 
ties in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire paid for flights, 
hotels, rail and mileage was 
£3,991,987 in 2009 but rose by more 
than £600,000 in 2012. 

The revelation comes as a group 
of West Midlands council leaders 
from both Labour and Tory parties 
appealed to the Government to not 
cut their funding further, after 
having to take millions of pounds 
out of services since 2010. 

Councillors stressed they always 


tried to get the best possible value 
for travel and said increases in rail 
fares and fuel costs beyond their 
control had added to the bill. 

In Wolverhampton, the city 
council spent £54,539 on hotels, 
£268,892 on trains and £2,257 on air 
fares as well as £11,943 on buses in 
2011 - 12 . 

The train fare bill for 2012-13 in 
Wolverhampton was £144,188 but 
more recent figures for other coun¬ 
cils are not available. 

Council leader Roger Lawrence 
said that when he travelled on 
council business, he bought the 
cheapest possible ticket. 


Walsall Council spent £2,029,788 
on overall travel and hotels in 2009 
compared with £2,313,387 in 2011- 
12. Mike Bird, Walsall Council’s 
leader, said: “We keep a very close 
eye on it, but fares increase year on 
year, and that’s outside our 
control.” 

Accommodation 

In Dudley, costs for car mileage 
came down between 2010 and 2011 
to £1.6 7m but were still higher than 
in 2009 when the council spent 
£1.36m. It is also spending less than 
half what it used to spend on rail 
travel and hotel accommodation. 

Cannock Chase Council also saw a 


rise in travel costs from £5,854 in 
2009 to £7,726 in 2011-12. 

One of the biggest spenders was 
Birmingham City Council which 
spent £319,000 over five years visit¬ 
ing 43 countries. Sandwell Council 
refused to answer a request for 
details of spending on travel and 
accommodation. 

Wyre Forest saw its costs fall from 
£4,763 in 2009 to £3,828 in 2011-12. 

The costs at Stafford Council 
dropped from £213,249 to £196,034 
and at Lichfield from £110,145 to 
£89,912. South Staffordshire 
Council spent £720 on travel and 
hotel accommodation in 2011-12. 


Museum loses £600k 
as visitor numbers fall 


THE Black Country Living Museum made a 
loss of £599,745 as visitor numbers plum¬ 
meted by almost 50,000 in a year, its latest 
accounts have revealed. 

A fall in ticket sales and spending on site cost the 


museum £285,202 last year 
and a drop in donations and 
the value of assets added to 
its problems. 

Bosses at the museum in 
Tipton Road, Dudley, 
blamed the poor weather 
last year as they revealed 
the number of people 
through the doors 
249,574 - was ‘well below’ 
their target of 300,000 and 
down on 2011’s 298,965. 

Difficult 

Details revealed in the 
museum’s annual accounts 
up to the end of 2012 show 
attendance fell 16 per cent 
compared with 2011. 

The museum shed 26 of 
its 239 staff and closed twice 
a week between November 
and Easter to save £250,000 
a year. 

In a report accompanying 
the accounts, chairman of 
the museum trust John 
Hughes, said: “Trading con¬ 
ditions were difficult in 
2012. 

“The markedly reduced 
visitor attendance and 
lower levels of spend on site 
meant that, in common with 
many chargeable outdoor 
attractions, the museum 
sustained a trading loss of 
£285,202. 

“After reflecting depreci¬ 
ation charges, restricted 
donations and investments, 
restructuring costs and the 
pension adjustment there 
was a net adverse move¬ 
ment in funds before the 
actuarial loss on the pension 
fund, of £599,745.”

The accounts showed the 
museum had a better year in 
terms of income from 
filming rights. 

It made £26,385 last year 
compared with £3,640 the 
year before. Stars Jacque¬ 
line Bisset, Anthony Head 
and John Goodman filmed a 
period drama, Dancing on 
the Edge, at the museum. 

Andrew Lovett, chief 
executive of the museum, 
said there were no plans for 
any more job losses but did 
not rule them out. 

“We don’t expect the 
headcount to change this 
year”, he said. “However, as 
a 100 per cent self-funded 
charity, we have to be very 
aware of levels of attendance 
and earned income. 

Decisions 

“The trading result for 
2012 was a loss of £285,000 
due to a fall in visitor atten¬ 
dance, due to a combination 
of fragile economic condi¬ 
tions affecting consumer 
confidence and very poor 
weather. 

“So far as future develop¬ 
ments are concerned we are 
consulting widely to inform 
the public of our plans and 
no decisions have been 
made.” 

The museum was recently 
awarded £157,000 in arts 
funding as part of a govern¬ 
ment backed Arts Council 
grant to develop new proj¬ 
ects.

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First time 
buyers are 
facing a 
long wait 

FIRST time buyers in the 
West Midlands have been 
‘locked out’ of the property 
market for almost a decade 
because of a shortage of 
affordable homes, new 
research has revealed. 

Low earnings, high house 
prices, the cost of rent and 
spending on essentials are 
stopping people from saving 
the deposit to buy their first 
home. 

The study by Shelter 
found that couples who start 
a family in their 20s could be 
saving for a deposit almost 
10 years - nearly double the 
time faced by childless 
couples. 

This could mean their 
children would be in second¬ 
ary school before they own a 
home. Couples without a 
child face an average of five 
years of saving to buy a 
home in the West Midlands. 

Single people in the West 
Midlands face the greatest 
struggle. 

A single person could need 
more than 10 years to save 
enough for a deposit, trap¬ 
ping many in uncertain 
private renting or forcing 
them to live with their 
parents well into adulthood, 
according to the figures. 

Couples with children in 
areas like Dudley and 
Walsall are facing a wait of 
nearly 11 years. 

The number of affordable 
homes completed in 2012/13 
was down by 29 per cent 
from the previous year.

A TAXI driver who confronted a 13- 
year-old boy after his cab came 
under a snowball attack from a 
group of teenagers, has been 
cleared of assault.

But at Dudley 
Magistrates Court, three magis¬ 
trates found Mr Shafiq, of High 
Street, Brockmoor, Brierley Hill, 
not guilty.

Chairman of the bench David 
Greenaway said: “He had a respon¬ 
sibility to protect, and he was enti¬ 
tled to confront the teenage boys. 

“He did no more than grab the 
rucksack. This was a reasonable 
action in attempt to resolve damage 
to the vehicle.”

But Mr Shafiq denied the claims, 
saying he led the boy over to his taxi 


to see the dent one of the snowballs 
had made. 

The incident happened at 
3.30pm on January 25. 

The boy said one of his friends 
had decided to throw a single snow¬ 
ball at Mr Shafiq’s taxi. 

He was transporting a nine-year- 
old girl and a child escort called 
Susan Dunn, aged 56, from Brierley 
Hill, who worked at the Four Star 
Taxi company. 

Mr Shafiq turned the taxi round, 
pulled up and checked on his pas¬ 
sengers before approaching the 13- 
year-old and his two friends.

Boss of waste mountain 
firm threatened with jail 


A WASTE firm boss has been 
given a suspended jail sen¬ 
tence for failing to get rid of a 
towering pile of rubbish in 
Brierley Hill that once reached 
40ft. 

Robert McNaughton, who is the boss 
at Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd, in Brierley 
Hill, was found in contempt of court 
because he failed to meet strict legal 
targets to clear the huge mound. 

He has been warned his six-month 
jail sentence will be activated if he does 
not clear the site in Moor Street com¬ 
pletely, by September 10. 

Residents living nearby, including in 
new homes built on the old Royal Brier¬ 
ley Crystal site, have been demanding a 
clear-up since 2009. But it took a more 
than a year of courtroom battles to 
force bosses to take action or face the 
threat of six months behind bars. 

High Court judge Mr Justice Burton 
hit out at the waste management firm 
for creating a ‘real eyesore and health 
danger’ by failing to clear a towering 
rubbish pile at its site. 

He said the suspended sentence 
would be activated on December 23 
unless the rubbish was cleared. 

Danger 

He also banned any further waste 
being taken on to the site from July 10, 
at the High Court hearing in Birming¬ 
ham. 

McNaughton, the firm’s former 
director Sharon McCann and the 
company itself were all found in con¬ 
tempt of court. No further action was 
taken against McCann. Mr Justice 
Burton, during sentencing, said: “The 
real eyesore and health danger of the 
pile, quite apart from anything, con¬ 
cerns me. Injunctions have not only 
been made but undertakings given to 
the court and they have been flagrantly 
breached.” 

Nick Cole, representing the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, said the waste was 
around 19ft high in places. 

Yesterday’s court action came after 
the Environment Agency claimed the 
firm had failed to keep to previous

weather had scuppered the clear-up 
process. Giving evidence he said 
adverse publicity was hitting his repu¬ 
tation with customers. 

When asked by the Judge why he had 
not complied, McNaughton said: 


rulings. These included claims the firm 
had failed to remove half the waste, 
from around the front of the site, by 
March. 

Another previous ruling said rubbish 
should be cleared in full by July 10. 

But McNaughton claimed in court 
that it would be impossible to meet that 
deadline because of lack of funds. 

McNaughton, who was not repre¬ 
sented, said he had already spent 
£60,000 in legal fees on the case and 
estimated the cost of the clearance 
would be £750,000. He claimed bad

Respected councillor is 
buried on his birthday

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
long-serving Dudley councillor 
at his funeral, on what would 
have been his 76th birthday. 

Farewells were said to George Davies 
by hundreds of mourners, including 
councillors, mayors and MPs, at 
Coseley’s St Chad’s Church yesterday. 

Among the mourners was Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin and Coseley coun¬ 
cillor Melvyn Mottram, who both read 
eulogies. 

Mr Austin, who had been friends with 
Councillor Davies for 25 years, said: “He 
was a huge figure in his ward and helped 
thousands of families over the years. 

“He represented Coseley with great 
pride and passion. He loved Coseley, he 
loved the people who lived here and 
worked so hard on their behalf. 

“I remember persuading him to have 
an answerphone so he and his family 
didn’t have to deal with everything but 
he always ignored it and picked the phone 
up anyway. 

Contribution 

“I learned so much from George as a 
young councillor - the hours spent 
talking about the council or politics. He 
also made a huge contribution to the fire 
authority. 

“He was known throughout the council 
as an honest politician, a dedicated social¬ 
ist and a man of legendary courage.” 

Councillor Mottram said: “George was 
a truly great man. He was a very friendly 
person and had friends from both sides of 
the chamber. 

“He was hugely respected and held in 
high esteem. Politics ran in his veins. 
George said things as they were and 
pulled no punches. He treated everyone 
the same.” 

Councillor Davies, who represented 
Coseley over five decades, leaves his wife 
Joyce, three children, seven grandchil¬ 
dren and a great-grandchild. 


THREE hundred fish were killed but 
more than a thousand were saved 
after contaminated water from a 
major blaze at a nearby recycling 
plant in Kidderminster drained into a 
canal. 

The Environment Agency has been 
pumping oxygen into the Stafford¬ 
shire and Worcester Canal after 
levels dropped to one per cent near

Officials have also caught 300 suf¬ 
focating fish, which rely on water 
oxygen levels of up to 60 per cent, 
from the York Street Lock in Stour¬ 
port and moved them from the 
affected 2km stretch. 

Monitoring of the stretch is contin¬ 
uing.

Question mark over site 
as market closes down 


THE owner of a soon-to-be 
closed indoor market in Brier- 
ley Hill says he is keeping an 
open mind about the site’s 
future. 

Shane Birch-Bastock announced 
earlier this month that the Concord 
Market, which opened more than 40 
years ago, will shut on Saturday after 
revealing it was losing him £2,000 a 
month. 


He blamed dwindling trade and an 
exit of stall-holders, including four who 
handed their notice in last month. 

This week, Mr Birch-Bastock, who is 
also chairman of Brierley Hill Traders 
Association, said the site would be put 
up for rent, but said if the market did 
not attract enough interest he could be 
forced to redevelop.

redevelop the entire site. These are 
early days and I’ve already had some 
people enquiring about taking it on, 
it’s a case of waiting and seeing what 
happens next.”

Birch-Bastock has suggested the 
market could be let out to community 
organisations rate-free. 

This week, Mr Birch-Bastock said he 
was also helping stall-holders move to 
other locations in the borough includ¬ 
ing his other market in Sedgley.

Football plan given the 
go-ahead despite fears 



New chapter for toy library

which has taken over the Phoenix Castle Mobile Toy Library 


A VOLUNTEER-RUN service that 
provides toys and games for children 
in Dudley has been saved from the 
axe at the 11th hour after a charity 
stepped in to take it over. 

The Phoenix Castle Mobile Toy 
Library, which is run by 20 volun¬ 
teers, was due to close down, two 
years after losing £23,000 of vital 
funding from Dudley Council. 

But bosses at the Brierley Hill- 
based Insight for Carers charity 
have announced they will be taking 
over the service which helps dozens 
of families in the borough. 

The library lends hundreds of 
games and toys to children with dis¬ 
abilities and special needs in Dudley 
borough each year. 

Volunteers take toys out to fami¬ 


lies’ homes in their own van, lending 
the items for as long as they are 
needed. 

It has operated for around 40 
years and is believed to be the oldest 
of its kind in the country. 

Insight chief executive Marc 
Carter said when he heard the toy 
library was struggling to survive he 
decided to step in to help. “This has 
been an invaluable service in the 
area for many years and we just 
couldn’t see it close,” he said. “Too 
many children would lose out.” 

He said the service will be 
renamed the CHAOS! Toy Library 
and hopes to expand on the 30 fami¬ 
lies it currently supports.

A £1 MILLION football complex 
earmarked for playing fields in 
Dudley has been given the go- 
ahead, despite concerns raised 
by residents. 

An all-weather flood-lit pitch and a chal¬ 
lenge course is planned as the next phase of 
Dudley College’s town centre learning 
quarter. 

There will be changing facilities and 
parking and it will be open to students, 
schools and the community. 

The complex will be built to Football 
Association standards on playing fields next 
to Castle High School, Priory Road.

“Working closely with Dudley Council, we 
have also agreed a usage plan to guarantee 
the facility will not cause any unnecessary 
disruption. 

“The benefits the new football facility will 
bring to the town and local community are 
immense. ”

JB's boss 
to appeal 
after plans 
rejected 

AN APPEAL has been lodged by the boss of 
Dudley’s revamped JB’s nightclub after plans 
to host conferences and banquets there were 
thrown out. 

Dudley Council planners refused the retrospective appli¬ 
cation earlier this year for a change of use for the nightclub 


because of parking concerns. 

JB’s owner Ramesh Ahir 
confirmed he had appealed 
against the decision. The 
outcome is expected in 
October. 

He had hoped that people 
going to his venue would be 
able to use Dudley Zoo’s 
private car park. But the 
zoo’s chief executive Peter 
Suddock objected, saying it 
was strictly for use of zoo 
customers. 

Planning officers, in a 
report announcing the deci¬ 
sion on JB’s plans, said the 
continued use of the venue 
for a mix of uses including a 
nightclub, banqueting suite 
and conferences, would raise 
‘significant highway safety 
concerns’. It was a retro¬ 
spective application because 
the venue has been a ban¬ 
queting centre since it 
reopened in 2012.

In a letter to the Planning 
Inspectorate which rules on 
planning appeals, Mr Ahir 
said there were other long 
and short term parking 
spaces available in Dudley 
town centre, which his cus¬ 
tomers could use. 

He said: “There is no evi¬ 
dence to suggest patrons 
have caused nuisance 
during the banqueting use of 
the premises. The highway 
concerns have not been 
realised.” 

Planning Inspectorate 
spokesman Peter Rickett 
said the appeal would not 
require a hearing and would 
be dealt with through 
‘written representations’. 

“We would anticipate a 
decision to be made by 
October,” he said.

Ex-driver tells tale of 
his life on the buses 


A BUS fanatic who gave up 
a career as a secondary 
school teacher to drive 
double-deckers is ensur¬ 
ing his passion lives on. 

Paul Roberts has retained his 
love for Harpers buses and their 
distinctive green livery. 

Once the biggest private bus 
operator in Staffordshire, the 
company put Heath Hayes on the 
map as bus enthusiasts from 
around the UK visited its head¬ 
quarters. 

Mr Roberts, aged 64, has now 
published a hardback history of 
Harpers featuring photographs he 
took during his years with the firm. 

He was teaching science and 
geography at Springfield Second¬ 
ary Boys School in Wolverhampton 
in 1970 when he applied to become

a part-time bus conductor with 
Harpers to supplement his teach¬ 
ing salary. After a 10-minute inter¬ 
view, he was told to report for duty 
the next day to conduct on the Bish¬ 
ops Wood route. Three years later, 
he gave up teaching to go full-time. 

“Some people like railways, I like 
buses,” he said. “I left a good job 
but I loved buses so much, it wasn’t 
a difficult decision. I never looked 
back after leaving teaching. 

“It was like On The Buses at 
times. I remember one chap, who 
was a bit the worse for wear, losing 
his false teeth on a late-night bus to 
Aldridge. 

“I loved being out on the road and 
that meant not only taking people 
to work and school but on days out 
and holidays because the company 
also operated tours to the 


coast.’’The former Dudley College 
student, who lived in Paget Road, 
Wolverhampton, and Ajax Close, 
Great Wyrley, stayed with Harpers 
until it was taken over by Midland 
Red in 1974 and continued under 
the new operator until his wife’s job 
took them to Leicester in 1986. 

The book focuses on the different 
buses and the routes covered, with 
a section devoted to the farewell 
trip and the early years under 
Midland Red, forerunner to Arriva. 

Harpers won the right to operate 
buses into Birmingham in 1965. 
From Bishops Wood, the route 
went through Brewood, Gailey, 
Cannock, Heath Hayes, Chasewa- 
ter, Brownhills and Aldridge. Some 
buses also went to Boney Hay and 
Lichfield.

Laser combat zone is zapped 
bv landlord’s decision to sell 


A LASER COMBAT zone 
that attracts around 6,000 
youngsters a year faces 
the axe, after the business 
and three other companies 
were given their marching 
orders by their landlord. 

The businesses, which employ a 
total about 30 people, are at the 
former Bronx factory site at the 
junction of Thorns Road and 
Dudley Road, Lye. 

The land owners plan to flatten 
the site so it can be sold. Given 


notice to quit by July 31 are laser 
combat centre Battle Storm HQ, its 
parent company Momentum Ltd, 
manufacturing company Bradbury 
International UK, and Triple C 
Costume Hire. 

Momentum, which makes the 
laser equipment used by Battle 
Storm HQ, is hoping to find alter¬ 
native premises. But Battle Storm 
is unlikely to be able to find other 
premises big enough, so five of its 
six workers will lose their jobs. 

“It’s a complete blow,” said 
manager Helen Morris, the only 


member of staff to keep her job as 
she also works for Momentum. 

“Despite being hugely popular 
with the public, we are being forced 
to close due to the landlord demol¬ 
ishing the building and forcing us, 
and other tenants, out. 

Extended 

“There is very little protection 
for businesses suffering from such 
decisions by landlords.” 

Miss Morris, daughter of 
Momentum director David Morris, 
said that in October, the companies 
were given six months’ notice to 


leave which was extended to July 
31. 

“We’re desperately trying to find 
other premises for Momentum, 
which employs five of us, but there 
is little chance we would find any¬ 
where big enough for Battle Storm 
HQ,” she added. 

Bradbury International UK and 
Triple C Costume Hire have plans 
to move elsewhere. 

John Clarkson Hodgson, direc¬ 
tor of Clarkson Properties, which 
owns the site, declined to 
comment.

Rise predicted for

Rick takes a culinary 
Journey around India 


T he part-travelogue, part-cookery 
show format is a recipe which 
has been emulated many times, 
ever since Keith Floyd first wobbled his 
way through various exotic locations in 
search of interesting foods (and 
drinks). 

It’s quite a simple one to follow, too 
- simply take one recognisable chef, 
immerse in a sunny location, simmer 
for six weeks and serve with a brand 
new hardback cookbook. Et voila! 

So yes, it’s true that this latest 
adventure embarked upon by Rick 
Stein is hardly original - Stein himself 
has had similar series already in 
locales such as the Far East and 
Spain already - however the 
Oxfordshire foodie is always worth a 
watch. 

His avuncular style and enthusiastic 
demeanour make him the perfect 
traveller, as he gets to the roots of an 
area, meeting locals and getting to 
know their culinary secrets, as well as 
exploring how food plays a pivotal role 
in their culture. 


This week, the seafood chef 
approaches the halfway point of his 
journey, as he arrives in the southern 
town of Madurai in Tamil Nadu. 

Located on the banks of the River 
Vaigai, Madurai has a rich history. 

It’s been a major settlement for over 
2,000 years, making it one of the 
oldest continuously inhabited cities in 
the world - so as one might 
reasonably expect its people have 
developed an impressive array of local 
delicacies. Indeed, while there, Rick 
learns how to cook food fit for a deity 
at a temple, as well as sampling the 
speciality lentil-based dish of sambar. 

It’s not long before our genial tour 
guide is back on the road again, 
though, and en route to the state of 
Kerala, by way of a road trip across the 
Western Ghats. Kerala, on the Malabar 
coast in the south-west of the country, 
has long been a bustling centre for the 
spice trade, allowing its dishes to 
develop rich and complex flavours. 

Here, Rick picks up some tips on 
making a traditional pork curry with a 


distinctly Keralan flavour, before 
turning his attention to preparing a 
regional dessert, payasam, which is a 
sweetened rice putting containing fruit, 
nuts, and plenty of spices. 

For anyone who thought the cuisine 
of India was simply curry, curry and 
more curry, this will prove to be an eye¬ 
opening series - it seems that in reality, 
dishes are as diverse and plentiful as 
they are delicious, and it’s that variety 
which is as richly spicy as any. 

Mind you, that’s not to say Rick 
doesn’t enjoy a good curry. He 
explained at the start of the series, 
‘There’s something about a curry 
that’s all-pervading; just the thought of 
it ignites a longing deep inside us. It’s 
the only food I can think of where the 
sense of smell works so wonderfully 
well with memory and imagination... 
No other food I know gives the taste 
buds such a roller-coaster ride.” 

It’s that blend of poeticism and 
enthusiasm that makes Rick the 
perfect choice to front this spectacular 
series.

Continenal motorist grab it for the price of a Fiesta 


IF you’ve had cause to travel around 
Europe lately, you might have 
spotted something sporting a differ¬ 
ent badge on the roads. 

Dacia products have become a popular sight 
in recent years - especially in France - for two 
very good reasons: affordability and durability. 

Low cost motoring is all the rage on the con¬ 
tinent. Unlike in the UK, our foreign friends 
aren’t such hardened badge snobs, meaning 
cars such as Dacia’s Duster have been wel¬ 
comed with open arms by cost-conscious 
motorists. 

Simply put, when you can get a compact SUV 
capable of plugging mud with the best Land 
Rover can offer for less than the price of a 
Fiesta, somehow the badge on the bonnet is the 
least of your worries. If Dacia is a mystery to 


you, you’re not alone. Snapped up by Renault 
some time ago, critics thought the French firm 
was taking a huge risk with this budget maker 
of uninspiring cars. 

The passing of time has proven the naysay¬ 
ers wrong, as Renault’s input has led to a port¬ 
folio of value-driven, dependable, stylish and 
capable products; from superminis to the afore¬ 
mentioned Duster. 

Appearance 

Lifestyle SUVs are two-a-penny these days 
but few are that cheap anymore. Most are 
increasingly car-like in their appearance and 
on-road performance. 

The Duster retains a chunky-looking, pur¬ 
poseful exterior of a traditional 4x4 but with 
enough curves to help it slice through the air 
with relative ease. 


The emphasis might be on modest perform¬ 
ance and equipment levels, but there’s nothing 
cheap about the Duster. Low power petrol and 
diesel engines are offered (1.6-litre, 105bhp 
petrol and 1.5-litre, llObhp diesel), plus the 
choice of front or four-wheel drive. 

The switchable all-wheel drive system allows 
a driver to choose between front-drive, an auto¬ 
sensing mode and a locked 4x4 setting. 

Factor in three trim levels and there’s little 
else you might want. Well, apart from air-con, a 
stereo and alloy wheels. Yes, this is how Dacia 
can price the Duster so low. 

If you want these creature comforts, you’re 
going to have to pick the middle specification 
for some tunes and the highest spec model if 
you want manual air conditioning and alloys. 

Still, even if you opt for the flagship Duster, 
you’re not even close to high-spec Skoda Yeti 


money. The car’s interior looks and feels tough 
thanks to sensible trim and material choices, 
although it retains an easy-on-the-eye appear¬ 
ance. 

Familiar Renault switchgear rounds off the 
driver-centric side of things, while the Duster’s 
cabin is a good size and easily capable of accom¬ 
modating a growing family. 

Capacity 

Move rearwards and the ability to fold the 
rear seats for extra load capacity is a detail that 
won’t belost on active families. 

On the move, there’s a similar feeling of 
accomplishment. While neither engine is burst¬ 
ing with excess horsepower, brisk progress is 
possible. 

The petrol engine might be a little quieter 
than the diesel alternative but it’s the latter 


that scores the highest in terms of flexibility 
and economy. Those attributes alone should 
have anyone considering using the Duster as a 
family workhorse to plump for the oil burner. 

Predictably, all-wheel drive variants grip and 
go with ease on a variety of surfaces, but if the 
Duster is scheduled for only light duties, 
there’s no shame in opting for a two-wheel 
drive variant. Furthermore, compliant suspen¬ 
sion and accurate steering put to rest any 
notion that low cost equals lack of talent. 

By taking a common sense, low frills 
approach to motoring, Dacia has won many 
friends and satisfied owners in mainland 
Europe. The firm’s Duster is proof that, even in 
the fashion-led world of lifestyle SUVs, you can 
succeed if all the elements - looks, ability, 
affordability, practicality - add up.
